THE ROMAN CATHOLIC LAW OF MARRIAGE. 
A case of libel or slander recently institut- 
ed in Boston, in which a Catholic priest of 
Chelsea, Mass., is charged with defaming pri- 
vate character, cannot fail to attract general 
attention. The plaintiff, Ronnar C. Fawnxina, 
alleges that in 1873 he was lawfully married 
by a civil magistrate; that on the 9th of No- 
vember, 1873, the defendant, the Rev. Juin 
McGtzw, in church and in the presence of a 
large congregation, said: 

“There heve been parties that have gone and got 
married out of the Church, and those parties are living 
im mortal sin. I will call their names to you—Ronzrr 
C. Fanwnine, Jr., and Oarmanine Murrey ;” and, af- 
ter calling sundry other names, the defendant said: 
“These parties must come before the altar 
and give publie satisfaction;” that on the 234 
of November the defendant publicly, falsely, end ma- 
liciously spoke of the piaintiff substantially as follows: 
dom Farm, or Rozsxrt,or whatever his name 
ie, has gone to live with that woman, is living in sin, 
and I will call their names every Sunday until they 
come before the altar and give public satisfaction, 
These parties will be coming to me by and by with 
their bastards for me to christen.” That on or about 
the 30th day of August, 1874, the defendant in church 
and in the presence of the congregation accused the 
plaintif substantially as follows: I have heard that 
a couple have gone and got married out of the parish, 
and if they do not come and see me before next Sun- 
day I will call their names from the altar. I thought 
the scandal of a year ago was enough to learn them a 
lesson; they will run to neighboring priests with a lie 
in their mouths, or, like Ganianxp’s son and Fawnive 
(meaning Fawwrne, this plaintiff), who went to s 
sweep of the town, down at the square, who are unlaw- 
fully married and living in sin, and they cannot ap- 
proach the rails of this altar uatil they have given pub- 
ho satisfaction.” 


The defendsnt has filed a plea that, if he 
spoke the words alleged, they were spoken 
by him in his capacity and by virtue of his 
authority as parish priest and spiritual di- 
rector of the plaintiff; that he had a fall 
spiritual and ecclesiastical authority over him 
and his wife to’ disapprove, condemn, and 
censure, privately and publicly, the plaintiff 
and his wife for any violation of the teach- 
ings, doctrines, laws, rules, and discipline of 
the Church, and had the full ecclesiastical 
and spiritual guidance, care, direction, and 
teaching of them; that the words alleged to 
have been spoken by the defendant, if they 
were spoken by him, were on information, 
evidence, and belief on the defend- 
ant’s part that the plaintiff and his 
wife had violated the doctrines, laws, 
rules, teachings, and usages of the Roman 
Catholic Church by being married outside of 
the Church and by some person other than a 
regularly ordained priest of the Church, in 
gross violation of its doctrines, laws, rules, 
usages, and teachings, and to the great scandal 
and injury of the members of the parish and

Here, then, we have this high authority, 
St. Auronso, and Dr. Kune, the late Arch- 
bishop of Baltimore, indorsed. by Dr. Nzw- 
man, to the effect that all marriages between 
baptized persons, between non-Catholics, or 
Catholics who live in non-Catholic countries, 
or where the decrees of the Council of Trent 
have not been received, are, according to the 
Catholic Church, valid and sacramental, even 
when contracted without the presence of the 
parish priest and witnesses. 

Another writer, “a monk of St. Augus- 
tine s, whose pamphlet is republished by the 
Catholic Publication Society of New York, in 
discussing the Syllabus, devotes considerable 
space to the subject of Christian marriage. 
He uses the following language : 

Hence, every marriage between baptized Christians, if 
validly contracted, is, epee facte, a sacrament, although 


gone through without any exterior religious rite or 
ceremony. 


The Church, he says, however, claims the 
right of imposing conditions, and, among 
these conditions, one which binds in most 
“countries of Europe” is, that marriages 
among Catholics are invalid unless made in 
presence of the parish priest and two wit- 
nesses. The absence of these constitute a 
nullifying impediment to the validity of the 
contract “in the countries aforesaid.” As 
the civil magistrate is not recognized as sup- 
plying the place of the pastor, civil 
between Catholics are held to be invalid until 
subsequently ratified before the priest. The 
same writer then confirms Dr. Newman 
thus: 

Another example of the caution used by the See of 
Rome . is seen in the fact that, after three cen- 
turies, she still allows the decree of Trent, which 
makes clandestine marriages invalid, to remain un- 
published, and, therefore, not in force, in a large por- 
tion of the Catholic world. Hence marriages even be- 
tween Catholics, without witnesses or any sacred rite, 
are, though unlewful, valid, and, of course, sacra- 
mental, in England, Scotiand, Denmark, Sweden, Nor- 
way, parts of Germany, Switzerland, America, eto, 

From this it would appear that the doc- 
trines, Jaws, and usages of the Catholic 
Church do not require that marriages be- 
tween Catholics in the United States shall be 
made in the presence of the parish priest 
and witnesses; and it further appears that 
marriages without these attendants are both 
valid and sacramental, and that the comments 
thereon by the priest at Chelsea were scan- 
dalous, libelous, and unauthorized, even 
from an ecclesiastical standpoint.

THE TAX-LIST. 

The publication a few days ago of the tax- 
list of Cook County, making a small volume 
of 144 pages of a newspaper, has excited 
curiosity and criticism in various quarters. 
The St. Louis and Cincinnati papers espe- 
cially find am excuse for pronouncing Chi- 
cago to be bankrupt. A few words will ex- 
plain the matter. 

In Chicago the custom always has been, 
and we suppose always will be, to postpone 
payment of taxes until as late a date as the 
law allows. Hence, what is technically called 
the “‘ delinquent” list is in fact an almost 
literal transcript of the Assessors’ books, or a 
copy of the tax - List. 

This particular list was for all the lands in 
Cook County, which county is of respectable 
territorial dimensions, The law requires the 
enumeration of each piece of land by the 
smallest subdivision to which it has been 
reduced. During the last four years, and 
especially within the last two years, there 
have been large tracts of land in the county 
laid off in village and town plate, with the 
subdivision into town lots. The growth of 
this business may be seen by the following 
comparison. The figures are for the whole

Has it come to this? Shade of Prof. Mo- 


Cor,—if so be that Prof. MoCox has passed 
away,—how have the mighty fallen! This 
sudden outburst of surprise has been caused

The increase of missionary churches in 
some of the older States is a matter of deep 
concern. Of the missionaries of the Board, 39 
labor in New Jersey, 75 in Ohio, 75 in New York, 
and 91 in Pennsylvania.

The subject is one of grave responsibility, and 
strongly commends itself to the attention of the 
Presbyters. The organization of our Christian 
women in behalf of foreign missions has infused 
new life into the work for the beathen, and has 
brought a large inerease to the resources of that 
excellent Board. We beg to sugeesi that the 
Assembly recommend the organization of a 
Woman's Home Missionary Society with 
auxiliary § societies, and further, that 
information of district auxiliary societies be 
recommended to those churches in which this 
course may be deemed expedient, and that in 
those one society only, embracing if possible 
all the ladies of the church, it be sug- 
gested to such society, whether devoted 
primarily te home or foreign missions, to set 
apart at least the labors and gifts of one- 
fourth of the year to either Board, In view of 
the great struggle of the Board to meet 
the demands pressing 90. heavily on 
it, the Assembly would urge on 
the churches more liberal contributions 
to this cause, and the like appeal is made to 
Sabbath schools in order that children may learn 
to take the salvation of their own country into 
their hearts. 
CONCERNING SUSTENTATION, 

the Committee recommends tbat a committee 
of ministers and three ruling elders be appoint- 
ed, whose duty it shall be to meet at New 
York, and, after a thorough examination of 
the whole subject, and with full access 
to the records pertaining to home missions and 
sustentation, report to the next Assembly if 
possible, a plan by which they can be brought to 
unity and efficiency of operation; that the nec- 
essary expenses of this Committee be paid

ILLINOIS CENERAL ASSOCIATION. 
MISSIONARY WORK. 
Special Dispatch to The Cheago Tritwne, 

Rocxrorp, III., May 25.—The Board of Direo- 
tors of the Illinois Home Missionary Society, 
auxiliary to the American Home Missionary 
Society, held a meeting at 3 p. m., at which the 
annual report was made, which will be presented 
to the public on Wednesday evening. The prin- 
cipal items of interest are as follows: The Society 
has aided churches in thirty counties of the 
State, sustaining forty-six missionaries, 
who have performed thirty-six full years 
of labor af as cost to the ‘Treasury 
of $3,600.06. The average aid given to a church 
is 249. The missionaries have ministered to 
48 churches and 23 out stations. During the 
year 9 ehurches have dedicated new houses of 
worship. Five missionary churches have reached 
a state of self-support. Sixteen chu:ches have 
been served in pairs by eigh: ministers, Four 
new churches have been organized, and four 
gaspended ones revived. Of the 234 Con a 
tional churches im the Stare, only 147 have 
contributed te this cause, and the 
amount gives is about $9,000. This is 
pearly $4,000 less than the year before, a falling- 
of due in part to contributions sent to the 
safferers of the West. The anount averages 
but 50 cents per church memberagainst 75 cents 
the year before.

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 


C, May 28.—1 have hitherto refrained 


from replying to the many attacks that have 
been made ap me in and by the newspapers of 
this city in connection with my superintendency 
of the new Government buildings. While in the 
service of the Goveroment I feit that if 1 satis- 
fied my superiors that the statements of anony- 
mous scribblers and the innuendoes of the en- 
vious, the disappointed, and discontented eould 
well be treated with the contempt which they 
merited. Believing, in the absence of any other 
information, tuat the “potency of the press 
caused my official ruin; I have waited patiently 
until I believed the subject was exhausted be- 
fore saying One word in my vindication, although 
that bas long been due both to . myself 
and to the friends who have indorsed 
aud sustamed me in the ‘trying position 
in which I have been placed 
year. As it seems to have been the general um- 
pression of the public that the Superintendent 
of the Government buildings is to all intents 
aod purposes the architect also, I will say that 
such is Lot the case. 
THE POSITION OF SUPERINTENDENT 
is purely ap executive one, and no responsibility 
resie wich him as tothe design, the method of 
construction, the selection of materials, the 
a 


warding of contracts, or the SANS 2 
ments (ae far as the actual handling of cas

This deing explained, it will 


} readily understood that bis duties are confined 


to the oversight of the work with a. view to 
ascertain if the materials and labor furnished 
are of a quality equal to that demanded by con- 
tract, con goneraliy to see that all laborers are 
diligeot, and that all faithfally perform their 
several duties. In organizing . the force 
to prosecute the work intrusted to me, I was 
datsful to appoint men to positions on the staff 
who came highly recommended, and, as my as- 
sistant, I was fortunate enough to secure the 
services of Mr. Philo I. Warner, who is so well 
known if this community that his name is al- 
most a synonym for good work and sguare-deal- 
ing. 
TO STILL THE TONGUE OF SCANDAL, 

I rigidly excluded from all positions of responsi- 
bility all personal friends, aud not one of the 
genotiemen on my staff were personally known to 
me prior to myassuming charge of the work, 
and i have pleasure in saying they have my con- 
fidence and esteem to-day, as I know that they 
confide in and respect me, despite the indecent 
manner in which I was sammarily disposed of. 

As matter of history, I will relate the circum- 
stauces under which the work was undertaken 
and conducted, and an examination of the official 
records of the office or the testimony of wit- 
nesses will verify every statement I make. After 
the debris was removed from the Government 
lot, a survey as to 

THE NATURE OF THE SOIL 

was determiued on, aud on the redommendation 
of Mr. Chesbrough, Oity Engineer, Capt. Berg, 
who had large experience in such mattets, was 
employed to maxe this survey, Boriogs were 
made all over the ground, and they indicated 8 
bed of biue or crawfish clay, averaging 12 feet in 
thickness, beginning sbout 6 inches above the 
datum line, or about 4 feet below the sewerage 
level, This bed overlaid the entire area, 
resting on the north, west, and middle 
portions on the tunnel chy, and at 
the extreme southeast a soft, vegetable mud 4 
feetin thickness intervened, when the auger 
again struck the tunnel clay. No test-piles were 
driven, as it was believed that the borings pre- 


| sented much more thorough and satisfactory in- 


formation, Capt. Berg’s report and my recom- 
mendations were forwarded to the Department 
for its information. My recommendation was to 
the effect that the entire surface should be re- 
inforeed with a bed of concrete on which should 
rest all of the footing stones, includiog those of 
the area walls, the reasons for such recom- 
mendation being chat such a bed of concrete 
would more evenly distribute the weights, and 
a'so protect the clay from the action of surface- 
water which was sure to accumulate when such 
a depth was reached below the sewerage, and 
where it could not be efficiently taken: care of 
until the building was inclosed. This recom- 
mendation was 
NOT ENTERTAINED BY THE DEPARTMENT. 

It was decided by the authorities to put concrete 
footings of twelve or thirteen feet w.de by four 
feet thick under all walls. For practical rea- 
sons this plan was not strictly sdhered to, as the 
mud which overlaid the first bed of clay would 
not admit of trenching; s greater quantity of 
concrete was therefore put in, and the footings 
ot the exterior walls on the Clark and Dearborn 
streets froots were merged into one grand mass. 
As regards the character of the concreting, and 
the thoroughness. with which this portion of the 
work was done, I believe tnat thousands of our 
citizens who  witnesaed work in its 
progress, and especially practical men 
who examined and watched it, will 
bear me out in saying that no 
better piece of work was ever done with the ma- 
terials used, which were all of the best quality ; 
and I believe that the examination made lately 
by Mr. Potter’s representatives revealed the fact 
that, with the exception of an inch or two on the 
surface that the frogt had affected, it was intact 
and solid.

TEST OF ITS BEARING CAPACITY. 
We decided on placing a weight on the portions 
where the soil was considered weakest, and 
where the greatest weight was supposed to be 
curried. To thisend we pliced1 foot square 
blocks of iron 5 feet apart, having 
iron beams laid - thereon, and on 
these were piled stone as bigh as the derricks 
would reach, giving a result of some 27 tons per 
foot. These weights were allowed to remain for 
a month or six weeks, and oa testing the level- 
ing of the foot blocks it was found that there 
had not been a bair’s breadth of deflection. The

SPECIAL DEFECTS 


developed in the work, it was some time in 
February that the first erack wae discovered in 
the brick work of the ioterior walls, and subse- 
quently a few others developed themselves. My 
faith in the thorougbuess and efficiency of the 
foundations was so strong that I did not for one 
moment believe that a serious settlement had 
taken place, aed this, together with the avpear- 
ance of the cracks themselves, decided me that 
the injury had been caused by frost. My faith 
iu the integrity of the fuundation was full 
shared iu by Mr. br ion Ba 24 ascri : 
the appearance of these to the jarring o 
the derrick braces, and it may be remarked that 
his theory seemed plausible, as the cracks in- 
variably appeared at points where the thrust of 
tue braces Was received on the walls, aod in very 
weak portions where flues had been carried up 
and where the wall was consequently not over 8 
inches thick. It may also be stated that 
the same precautions of covering the 
concreté with sand were taken last winter as 
were taken the winter previous, but at the sewer 
exits the sand had to be channeled to the sur- 
face of the concrete, to permit of drainage, and 
it is also notable at these points thas the cracks 
appeared, 4 

When the ground was cleared of snow, and 
the weather permitted, I called upon Mr. Wol- 
cott to 

MAKE A SURVEY. 
He found a variation of levei from the northwest 
corner around the entire froute of Adams, Dear- 
bora. and Jackson streets to the southwest cor- 
ner (a distance of about 1,000 feet) of one quarter 
ot an inch. The difference between the several 
points of the survey was but a few hundredths 
of an iach, and from the southwest to the 
ncrthweet corners the variation was one- 
half an inch, this being the front not 
carried. up. Knowing, as builders do 
in Chicago, that it is no unusual thing for build- 
ings to settle, especially where the weights are 
unequal, it did not appear to me that there was 
much cause tor suxiety on account of. this 
amount of subsidence, and my belief was that, if 
all ot the walis had been carried up simuita- 
neously, the variations would have been atill 
more trifling. I will conclude this matter by ob- 
serving that the cracks are now rapidly closing, 
and would suggest that the distinguished sa- 
vants in Washington be permitted to revise their 
theories. 
REGARDING THE PATCHING, 

about which so much has been said, those 
who have had practical experience in work- 
ing sandstone are well aware that any build- 
ing of the magnitade of the new Custom- 
House could not be erected without labil- 
ity to accidents which would necessitate 
the repairing of a stone or its entire 
rejection, and it is certain that the delay in pro- 
curing and cutting new stone would be far more 

ng to the public interests than the use of 
a few pieced stones. Ifa stone was injured is 
bandling and the blame of the injury could not 
be fairly fastened on any individual, I have not 
objected to having it repaired provided it did 
not injure its strength or appearance, and I 
had authority for the use of my judgment in 
this matter; that the authority was not abused 
an examination of the building will demonstrate. 
That stones were set in the building with 
patchiug that should not have been tolerated, 
I am aware. ir position luded serutiny 
«hen first set, and it was only by the process 
of bleaching that the blemishes were discovered. 
These I do not seek to excuse, and had I been 
eware of their defects I certainly should have 
condemned them. Not being \&: any way re- 
sponsible for the cutting, I do ust credit myself 
with blame in this matter. 

It has been alleged that there was 

A LACK OF DISCIPLINE 

among the force under my charge, and that a 
degree of familiarity existed between the fore- 
man, the employes, and myself that was de- 
structive to good order and efficient working. 
To those who were at all conversant with the 
interior management and working of the con- 
structive force under my this 
statement will appear as false an it is 
absurd. No better force of men was 
ever together, or wae better 
man than that employed on the Government 
buildings in Chicago; and to Mr. Warner, who 
bad the immediate direction of the employes, I 
was largely indebted for the efficiency of the 
corps which was organized. 

In speaking of the constructive force, I do not 
refer to the stone-cutters employed by the con- 
tractor, who were under the supervision of Mr. 
Coy. They a very difficult body of men 
to manage. Nor am Im any way responmble for 
the horse and watch raffles, or the time-check 

urchases, of which they complained. Among 
hose of the stone-cutiers who worked on the 
Custom-House site, lenforced the rules which 
governed my own men, and if that portion 
of the stone-cutting force could not 
save themselves from imposition, they have 
themselves to blame. From time to time, as 
the work progressed, inefficient, idle, and worth- 
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valuable a judgment as he whose experience has 
achieved results which at best science only ac- 
counts for. I have not seen any of the plans of 
the building above the second story, but, aesum- 
ing that it is not undaly heavy, I have no hesi- 
tation in saying that, by the on of a few 
precautionary measures and ifications, the 
work can be successfully completed “ without 
traveling to Chins or being Potteriz 

During the late War many Generals of courage 
and ability were sacrificed in the field because 
the War Department insisted on fighting the 
battles from Washington. I ascribe my misfor- 
tune largely to this and | fully anticipate 
a like misfortune for the building if the present 
Supervising Architect aud his edvisers are per- 
misted to follow the seeming bent of their in- 
clination. Blame has been attached to the late 
mansgement because 

PAYMENTS 
promptly made by the disburs- 
ing gent. No fault can be attached so any one 
in Chicago on this score. Estimates were made 
and mptly forwarded to the Department 
are Hw but the remittances were not always as 
promptly made. 

In conclusion, I bave to say that all of the 
work performed on the building, from the first 
shovelful of concrete set on the clay to the last 
stone laid in its piace, is of the very best descrip- 
tion, and will compare very favorably in price 
vith similar work done elsewhere for the Gov- 
ernment, and I invite scrutiny by practical men 
to the building.
